981 inivetice, When ovr missionaries first same to Indie it was on the 
eondition that they rere to receive a fair living salary, the amount to 
we aatermine’ by oxpertensce on the field, Sy such experience it has 
been shorn that a femily could live en «x rences, provided that certain 
Variable alleranses, y - 2 ete. wore added therete; and this compound 
form of salary has been given ever singe, On several eseazions the 
question of = ¢hange te & Senselidated gajary has been agitated, tut 
the prepesition hea alvays been rejeeted on the ground that in effest 
gush allevranses mist in that case be given to *11, thether neeged in any 
partisulsr ase or net, ana therefore Mission funds ronld be rasted. 
Hence this part of our salariea cannot rightiy be taken arey, in sases 
where needed, without a compensating inerease of salary. Ya ave never 


understeed that this provision for ovr medionl attandanga, ets., van of 
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the nature of a epeeial favour, but in reality @ part of our living Bs 
ary, 

But we understand quite well that the Beard understand that 
in sénding « missionary phyalieien ta any station, whether man or weran, 
they have thus auffisientiy provided for medicnl attendanse, ete. in 
another form. Perhaps if sesial andi other senditiene were as in the 
Waited? States, thia might be the oase, Bat how different they are we 
progeed to show, 

tet before arguing the case we wish to assure the Beard that 
whenever we Teel thet we gan rightiy and wisely e212 in any missionary 
physician, gentlemen or lady , oven the former allewanges being conse< 
ded, we ore, one and 812, net only Filling out anxieve te eave money 
to the Soord by go doing. 

Gut thie cannot sivays be rightly and wisely dene. We trust 
we shail not be mieunderateed as meaning to cast aur refleation on any 
of the esteened medice#el missionaries in India, if we remind the Soeard 
that it cannot be safely ageumes that ith misatonery seal and piety 
megice] skill hag ne heceseary sonnexion; a man or women may be & most 
excellent missionery, and yet, for one rea¢on or another, net @ #killfa 
physiolen. Th partiouler the doard anould not forget thet the ableat 
young paysiclan they san send cut met be af the first quite without 
experiente in the 4ieeases of India, net a few of which are comparativey 
rare in Ameriga; but shelera and other dangerous diseases ef India, has- 
tening ewiftiy te their ismue, allow of no time for a young doater te 


‘ 
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wake and aerreot mistakes. We earnestly beg the Board to gensider this 
and eubmit that in this matter - remembering that beth for economicel 
and persenal and seeial reasons we 211 prefer to 9421 2 missionary doc- 
tor if posaible ~ the Beard should trust the average good Judgment and 


“good sense of its miestoneries, and leave this matter wholly te our 


éiseretion, | We all profenndiy feel Piat tne Gearg ought not thue, by 
this ner ruling, to forse any of us at any time, in hours of serroy and 
danger to life, to theese, ¢. g., betseen selling in the inexperience 
and 1agkK of SAIL ef 2 new arrival in India, or by empleying experiense 
and skill te eesime a peouniary merden he might be 111 eble te bear. 

Sut there i¢ still a mere serious phase ef the question. in 
ansver to an inquiry made by us lsat yeer, re have been effisialiy in- 
forved that in eases where the missionary physician in any station mar 
be a lady, the Goard regerds itasif as having thereby provided ade- 
quately for medi¢el attendanse on the gentlemen, nov lease then for the 
ladies and children in the Migeien fmailies. Agpinat this ruling we 
weet respectfully enter a wnenimeus end meat eaphatic pretest. 

In the first place it is not fair to the lady docsters asong 
tit. fhe young ledies et heme who etudy medicine @® eo vith no thought 
of practising, in erdinary ease, among eny but Fromen and gnildren, and 
in this they are only right. One of the young lady physicians of our 
missions, fer whem r@ S12 have the highest regard, erid indeed to one of 
us, referring to thie new regulation of the Board, thet ehe di net 


atudy medioine to practise upon men, ane was meet unellling te @e a6. 


Surely the Beard ought not to insiet thet any of us won should regulary 
2411 in this yong lady, feeling 2 she dees, end tue doing vielenee 
te feelings which to her ere most honereble. 

The ease is bad enongh when the men ere married and in middle 
life, bet when it te » question, very possibly arising, of 8 young un 
marrie’ lady dester attending, end perhaps operating in various rare, 
upen an unmarried yong men, ie it not certain treat the beat and purest 

instinetes of beth of then vill revolt against thie? And vill it be 
either wiee or King fer the Board to insist on this new ruling, end in 
effest sey te the reams man and ‘voung renen, You must suppress these 
instinets thet the Beard mar be saved money; er else the young man, if

not abundant reasen te believe that it rould be Siluost sure to proveke 
severe somsent snd serieusly infure his tinisteriel infIuense? Bat, 
nere in Indis the sese is mich mere serious. It is simply impossible 
thet any one at home shonlé have any adequete cenception of the whhouy 
debased and depraved sonditien of public sentiment in thia lend. Peo- 
ple here can hardly believe in the absolute shestity of even a married 
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man, Still lees in thet of 9s man urmerried; nor is even an wemerried 
¥Yoman geoure ageinst injurious muepicien, exeept she genduet herself 
"ith the most extreme cirawunepestion. On this account beth married 
end unserried men and vomen ameng us, in order to the avoidance of scare 
geal, are _sensirsined to observe a degree of cantion in their mutuel 
social relations, which at heme might rith reason semetimes seen almost 
iudisrous, it in Indie is imperative if £@ will preserve unauvllied our 
good name, Had our moral influence ith the peepie. Hor fan ve men 


then vonsent, by soting im aeeerdense with the ruling of the Board, te

sions ovr persensl medion] séviser. Sur good name, and that of these 
much esteemed ladies ies quite toe presione te ue ea individuals and as 
Shristian verkers, te allow ef our deing this. We atrongly feel that 
except it vere a matter ef life and death we sould not de this Fithout 
simning by needlessly sausing men te stumble anit malign the nene of 
Christ. Bait will the Beard then still put we under preseure to de 
what is alike egainst our beet naturel feelings ané against sonselenee? 
And is it right te say ta those of us who mene may ba ac unfortunate as 
to be in a stetion where there ie only & iady missionary decter, if you 
do not empley this isdy the Board refuses te previde either physician 
or redicine for you when sica? 

fhie is the harder that practically thin rule makes en injure 
ieue discrimination betreen ite missionaries. Per instance, thia vear 
the Board pays #11 medicsl expenses for #11 of us except the brethren 


in Allahabed; whe because, for reasons above expisined, they sennet 


think of ¢alling in Miss Caldwell, #. 5., for whom they 211 have the 


highest regerd, are tompelied by the Soard to bear their ovn medical 
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expenses. 

Finally, it should be noticed that, even in seses where there 
is no diffieulty about employing the miasionary decter at « station, shag 
relianes is uneertein and is most likely te fa41 in the het season vhen 
mest needed. Por instanse, this last summer there was, ae often, sn 
epidemie ef sickness in Allahabad. The wediesl ledy and her assistant 
were first seized and compelled to hasten to the hille; and in aonse- 
quense the sedicines alse vere rendered ineceessible. Next three other 
members of the Miagien staff ware stiacked, and even nad 411 been will- 
ing to,@a11 the lady dester, tne fers left without either sedisines or 
doctor, except ag they previded then for themselves. 

In view of all theses sonsiderationa, re 411 do earnestly beg 
the Sard to re-sonsider the clense of the Mamial te which ve sbjeet; 
g¢ ee te leave us to our orn Liberty of judgment in the questtien of mead 
feal expense, and ao avay with the ineguslity and iniquity ehish is in=- 
separable from the working of the ner rule. 

We do thie repeating the assurance already most Agertily and 
unanimously given, that wherever in cur judgment wise ené right, re 
ehall most eillingly employ cur mediaal missionaries in our families, 
and rejoice whenever in this way we Pind curselvés able te save any 
money to the treamury of the Beard.

Rev. d. Gillespie, D. D., 
Dear Brother: 
fhe Lodiena Mission nor in session at its ane 
nual meeting, having appointed us the undersigned a committees to repe 
resent theis views in regerd to the basia of grant-in-aid te presbytere 
ies for pastoral and onkenivdes work, beg to submit the folloring: = 

Your letter of May Bth., gontains this paragraph : (pp 2, 2) 
“There 16 alse deeided dissent from the view of Mr. Me Comb, as to the 
relation whiah Peretgn missionaries sustain to the native sturenh. It 
is not understood here to be a verpetual relation, but only temporary, 
looking forward to the time when the native chursh besomes self-support- 
ing end self-prevaseting. 

Por that reason there ie serions doubt antiital it is helpfal 
to the native churches to en the relatively large gifts of the mise 
sionaries counted in the gifts of the ehurches, | 

The Board, however, Hlloere it to vass this year for further 
gonsideration on the part of the Mission and not risning te interfere 


with what mst be regarded by both pertles as a contracs," 


By vay of response to the foregoing, the subjoined was offered

work has also been fully encovrezgeda and supported gladly in the pest. 

(3) There remains tne rork for nongechri stian boys. his 
line of work has strange to say been compelled to defend itself again 
end agein. The facets, however, 2s set forth last yoar, indisate that 
a comparatively small part of the time of missionaries is required and 
the amount expended is not large. This Siheeitidha eens smaii outlay of 
money and men seavres for the Missions the opportunity to inclucate 
Seriptural truth upon the minds of 8000 deys and young men. Wo trust, 
therefore, that this departwent of our vork rill also in the Suture

are refused in all eases where our Board has a medical missionary — 
whether man or woman = at the station. 

In the first place we desire to call attention as a prelimi= 
nary to the fact such allowances are, when needed, part of our salaries 
and cannot be withheld, the salaries remaining as now, without practi=- 
cal injustice. When our missionaries first came to India it was on the 
condition that they were to receive a fair living salary, the amount to 
pe determined by experience on the field, By such experience it has 
peen shown that a family could live on x rupees, provided that certain 
variable allowances, y - z etc. were added thereto, and this compound 
form of salary has been given ever since. On several occasions the 
question of a change to a consolidated salary has been agitated, but 
the proposition has always been rejected on the ground that in effect 
such allowances mist in that case be given to all, whether needed in any 
particular case or not, and therefore Mission funds would be wasted. 
Hence this part of our salaries cannot rightly be taken away, in cases 
where needed, without a compensating increase of salary. We have never 


understood thet this provision for our medical attendance, cic., was of 


are 
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the nature of a special favour, but in reality a part of our living sak 
ary. 

But we understand quite well that the Board understand that 
in sending a missionary physician to any station, whether man or woman, 
they have thus sufficiently provided for medical attendance, etc. in 
another form. Perhaps if social and other conditions were as in the 
United States, this might be the case, But how different they are we 
proceed to show, 

But before arguing the case we wish to assure the Board that 
whenever we feel that we can rightly and wisely call in any missionary 
physician, gentleman or lady , even the former allowances being conce= 
ded, we are, one and all, not only willing but anxious to save money 
¥ the Board by so doing, 

But this cannot always be rightly and wisely done. We trust 
we shall not be misunderstood as meaning to cast any reflection on any 
of the esteemed medical missionaries in India, if we remind the Board 
that it cannot be safely assumed that with missionary zeal and piety 
medical skill has no necessary sonnexion; a man or woman may be a most 
excellent missionary, and yet, for one reason or another, not a skillful 
physician. In particular the Board should not forget that the ablest 
young physician they can send ont mist be at the first quite without 
experience in the diseases of India, not a few of which are comparativey 
rare in America, but cholera and other dangerous diseases of India, has= 


tening swiftly to their issue, allow of no time for a young doctor to 
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make and correct mistakes. We earnestly beg the Board to consider this 
and submit that in this matter - remembering that botn for economical 
and personal and social reasons we all prefer to call a missionary dow 
tor if possible = the Board should trust the average good judgment and 
good sense of its missionaries, and leave this matter wholly to our 
diseretion, We all profoundly feel that the Board ought not thus, by 
this new ruling, to force any of us at any time, in hours of sorrow and 
danger to life, to choose, e. g., between calling in the inexperience 
and lack of skill of a new arrival in India, or by employing experience 
and skill to assume a pecuniary burden he might be ill able to bear. 

In 
answer to an inguiry made by us last year, we have been officially ine 
formed that in cases where the missionary physicien in any station may 
be a lady, the Board regards itself as having thereby provided ade= 
quately for medical attendance on the gentlemen, noy less than for the 
ladies and children in the Mission families.

[ stuay medicine to practise wpon men, and was most unwilling to do so. 
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Surely the Board ought not to insist that any of us men should regularly 
call in this young lady, feeling as she does, and thus doing violence 
to feelings which to her are most honorable. 

The case is bad enough when the men are married and in middle 
life, but when it is a question, very possibly arising, of @ young un» 
married lady doctor attending, and perhaps operating in various ways,

And will it be 
either wise or kind for the Board to insist on this new ruling, and in 
effect say to the young man and young yvoman, You mst suppress these 
instincts that the Board may be saved money, or else the young man, if 
he still refuse, mst in effect, if not in form and intention, be fined 
by the refusal of the Board to pay the medical fees he may have to pay 
a gentleman physician, Is this right? 

There is a still graver aspect of the matter, Even in Amer= 
iea if a minister, and especially a young unmarried minister, passing by 
a medical man near him, should instead make a lady, especially a young 
unmarbied lady, his orn regular personal medical attendant, is there 
not abundant reason to believe that it would be almost sure to provoke 
severe comment and seriously injure his ministerial influence? But 
here in India the case is mich more serious. It is simply impossible 
that any one at home should have any adequate conception of the utterly 
debased and depraved condition of public sentiment in this land. Peo= 


ple here can hardly believe in the absolute chastity of even a married 
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man, still iess in that of a man unmarried; nor is even an whmarried 
woman secure ageinst injurious suspicion, except she conduct herself 
with the most extreme cirewmspection. On this account both married 
and unmarried men and women among us, in order to the avoidance of scar 
dal, are constrained to observe a degree of cantion in their mtual 
social relations, which at home might with reason sometimes seem almost 
ludicrous, out in India is imperative if we will preserve unsullied our 
good name, and our moral influence with the people. How can we men 
then consent, by acting in aseordance with the ruling of the Board, to 
go to the opposite extreme and make ladies our personal attendants? 

Let it be remembered too that more than in America, a large 
proportion of the diseases in India are such as diarrhea, dysentery, 
diabetes and various disorders of the urinary organs. Surely, it does 
not seem a delicate thing that the Board should, as by this new rule, 
against the wish alike of Doctor and patients, put a man under pressure 
to call in a young lady in such cases; under pain of either being left 
without doctor or medicines, or else paying heavy doctor's bills and 
other medical expenses which he cannot afford. 

Moreover, to aggravate the case still further, it mst be 
remembered that every year, some of our men are left alone in their 
stations, their wives and children being at the hills, in some cases as 
long as 6 months. How can such a man, living in such a society as that 


of India, cail in a young lady to his bed=side - especially at night, 


=“ 8 = 
the usual time in India for severe seizures of illness? we are all of 
the opinion that in this depraved commmnity so to do would be to start 
in native society the grossest imputations against our personal char= 
acters, We know all these things so well, that, actuated by no dis= 
respect to the Board, we mst say that, whatever be your final decision 
in this matter, we one and all utterly refuse, except in grave emergen= 
cies of which we alone mst judge, to make any lady doctor of our mis= 
sions our personel medical adviser. Our good name, and that of these 
much esteemed ladies is quite too precious to us as individuals and as 
Christian workers, to allow of our doing this. we strongly feel that 
except it were a matter of life and death we could not do this without 
sinning by needlessly causing men to stumbie and malign the name of 
Christ. But will the Board then still put us under pressure to do 
what is alike against our best natural feelings and against conselence? 
And is it right to say to those of us who meke may be so unfortunate as 
to be in a station where there is only a lady missionary doctor, if you 
do not employ this ledy the Board refuses to provide either physician 
or medicine for you when sick? 
This is the harder that practically this rule mekes an injur= 
ious discrimination between its missionaries. For instance, this year 
| the Board pays 211 medical expenses for all of us except the brethren 


in Allahabad; who because, for reasons above explained, they eannot 


think of calling in Miss Caldrell, M. D., for whom they all have the 


highest regard, are compelled by the Board to bear their own medical 


expenses. 

Finally, it should be noticed that, even in cases where there 
is no diffieulty about employing the missionary doctor at a station, this 
reliance is uncertain and is most likely to fail in the hot season rhen 
most needed. Yor instence, this last summer there was, as often, an 
epidemic of sickness in Allahabad. The medical lady and her assistant 
were first seized and compelled to hasten to the hills, and in sonse- 


: quence the medicines also were rendered inaecessible. Next three other 


members of the Mission staff were attacked, and even had 411 been will= 
ing to call the lady doctor, they were left without either medicines or 
doctor, except as they provided them for themselves, 

In view of all these considerations, we all do earnestly beg 
the Board to resconsider the clause of the Manual to which we object; 
go as to leave us to ovr own liberty of judgment in the questton of med- 
ical expense, and do away with the inequality and iniquity which is ine 
separable from the working of the new rule. 

we do this repeating the assurance already most neartily and 
unanimously given, that wherever in our judgment wise and right, we 
shall most willingly employ our medical missionaries in our families, 
and rejoice whenever in this way we find ourselves able to save any 
money to the treasury of the Board.

The Lodiana Mission having voted to rewaffirm its action re= 
garding theestimates of the Presbyteries under the Granteineaid scheme, 
the following statement of reasons is forwarded for your consideration: 

According to the action of the Mission in 1898 (Appendix II. 
and III.), the amount given to the Presbyteries as a grant-ineaid, be= 
comes the property of the Presbyteries, the Mission reserving only the 
right to satisfy itself that the statement by the Presbyteries as to 
the amount of the contributions by the churches for Pastoral and Evange~ 
listic purposes is correct. 

This leaves the expenditure of the amount granted by you en= 
tirely in the hands of the Presbyteries and it seems, therefore, both 
| natural and proper that details of estimates should go direet to you. 

You have, however,reminded us that the Mission is your finan 
@ial agent on the field. While not denying this, 1% is sufficient to 
point out 

(1) That there is no necessary violation of the Manual in 

what we propose. You will receive cach year from the Mission the ags-= 
surance that the amount of contributions reported by the Presbyteries is 
in its opinion correct. You will yourselves miltiply that amount by 
three and send the resulting total to the Presbyterial Binance Committees 
through your financial agent, the Mission Treasurer, while at the same 
time yon will receive for serutiny and approval the details of estimates. 


(2) If you insist that the Mission should scrutinize and

mates, you defeat the very purpose of the grant-ineaid system, which is

REPORT of COMMITTEE on BASIS of GRANT-IN~AID to PRESBYTERIEZS. 


Rev. Js Gillespie, D. De, 
Dear Brother: 

The Lodiana Mission now in session at its ane 
nual meeting, having appointed us the undersigned a conmittee to rep= 
resent their views in regard to the basis of grant-in-aid to presbyter= 
ies for pastoral and evangelistic work, beg to submit the following: = 

Your letter of May 5th., contains this paragraph : (pp 2 , 3) 
*There is also desided dissent from the view of Mr. Me Comb, as to the 
relation which foreign missionaries sustain to the native chureh. It 
is not understood here to be a perpetual relation, but only temporary, 
looking forward to the time when the native onuren Stdenof s01s-anpporte 
ing and self=propagating. 

For that reason there is serious doubt whether it is heipful 
to the native churches to have the relatively large gifts of the mise 
sionaries counted in the gifts of the churches, 

The Board, however, allows it to pass this year for further 
consideration on the part of the Mission and not wishing to interfere 


with what mist be regarded by both parties as a contracy." 


By way of response to the foregoing, the subjoined was offered 


for adoption: = 


"In accordance with the opinion expressed by the Board (See 


letter of May 5th): 


RESOLVED + (1) + That the contributions of missionaries be 


= 2 
not counted as gifts of churches in calculating the grants to be made 
to the presbyteries, and ~ 

(2) ‘That an approximately accurate discrimination between 
the bona fide gifts of Indian Christians and the contributions of others 
we certified to by the proper presbyterial authorities, to be a condi= 
tion for recommending grant=in=aid," 

This resolution gave rise to a long and very earnest discusse 
ion. Many of the members expressed opinions fully according with those 
of the Board. 

Nevertheless after the resolution had been carefully consid= 
ered it was rejected by a unanimous yote,. 

Whatever the correct theory in regard to including the con 
tributions of missionaries in the basis of the grant (and some of us 
think it theoretically wrong to do so), the Mission was satisfied from 
the facts developed in the diseussion: ~ 

ls That the main object of the soheme, viz: the increase of 
liberality in the native church, has already been to a considerable ex= 
tent gained, and 

2s That the presbyteries do on the whole (rightly or wrongly: 
understand the basis to include all contributions. This being so, they 
would look upon it as a retrograde step, now to exclude a portion of 
them, and some would no doubt regard if as a violation of the contract. 
Since therefore the Board as stated in your letter “allows it to pass 
this year... . » not wishing to interfere vith what both parties met 


regard as a contract", would it not be best, for the same reason, to 


let it pass four years longer? 


It is to be noticéd further, that the presbyteries have taken 
up the scheme with considerable interest and organized their work. To 
reduce the income of the presbyteries by the relatively large amount 
which rmst be withdrawn if foreign contributions are no longer counted, 
would practically break up the work now hopefully inaugurated, All 
would have to be begun anew on a very reduced scale. The enurch would 
pe disheartened and lose its interest in the work, and the scheme would 
seriously suffer, One thing more requires remark; 

The letter above quoted says further: "Nevertheless¢ the 
amount voted to the presbyteries is an out and oub addition to what nas 
peen heretofore given to the mission and mst be regarded therefore, as 
an enlargement of the work within the bounds of the mission.* 

This seems to us to be a misapprehension on your part. with 
put few exceptions, the men employed in presbyterial work, ere the same 
who were previously on the mission staff: and these few certainly do 
not involve the Board in new expenditure greater then the saving effeo 
ted by the presbyteries’ paying one=fourth of the salaries of all, from 
local contributions. 

On the whole we should judge, without going into a detailed 
exemination of the appropriations, that the Board's expenditure is re= 
@uced, not inereased by the scheme, as now in operation. 


In view of these considerations, the Lodiana Mission respect» 
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fully urges the Board to allow the basis of the grant to include for~ 
eign contributions during the present tentative period of five years.

Schools, a considerable number of lady missionaries spend almost their 
whole time in connection with these same schools. This department of 
work has also been fully encouraged and supported gladly in the past. 
(3) ‘There remains the work for nong=Christian boys. This 
line of work has strange to say been compelled to defend itself again 
and again. The facts, however, as set forth last year, indicate that 
a comparatively small part of the time of missionaries is required and 
the amount expended is not large. This comparatively small outiay of 
money and men secures for the Missions the opportunity to inelucate 
Scriptural truth wrpon the minds of 3000 boys and young men. We trust, 
therefore, that this department of our work will also in the future 


receive the confidence that it deserves,

T know that during my furlough in 1871-2,1I worked as hard constantly» 
travelling and talking for the Mission cause,as ever in India or ina 
home charge,and I know personally that this has been the case with 
scores of others. wea 

After leaving Jhansi,in my journeyings through Central India and 
Rajputana,I had several opportunines of talking with other doctors on 
the subject of that rule,and without exception all agreed with those 
whose testimony we had before.us in the meeting. If the Board enforce 
that rule and seek to put men and women under pressure to return to 
India or from India,at times different from those usual now, they will 
do so in the face of medical testimony here on the ground,which so far 
as I with considerable pains have beén able to gather it,4is both unani- 
mous and most emphatic against any such change of policy. 

As regards the fault-finding with furloughs,while one wants to 
awéid 1t 18 possible,to risk life and health out of regard to an unin- 
teliigent criticism,is neverhheless not wise.There has been criticism 
enough of the Boa s policy in that new building you occupy,which per- 
sonally seems to me a most wise inyestment--true_ economy in the end--F 
and I cannot heip but feel it wd have been a mistake to decline to en- 
ter into that business because thousands ,almost bitterly, opposed it, 
who neither did nor could know the facts of the situation as well as 
the members of the Boarcd,and the N.¥. financiers with whom they con- 
sulted.But why shd not the same prineiple rule in this matter, where 
MREXEG It is not a question of dollars, but of regardang or not the 
judgment of experience where health and even life are concerned? 

Let me give you my furlough experience, which,without mentioning 
my name,you may find helpful some time in dealing with the critics. 

My journey to and from India in 1871,with three childran,cost the 
Board in round numbers about $3000,a big sum certainly,wh, wd scandalise 
many of our country congregations no doubt.Buthere is the outcome. If 
was home from June 5th of 1871,to Oct. loth of x#2%# 1872.I preached 
and talked on Missions laboriously ali that time: did not have one
